Attachments 7, 16, 42, 45-47, 49, 52, 54, 88, 91, 92, 95-97, 100, 103 and 105 fall into 
category (2) of the Final Rejection. They speculate hydrino formation as an explanation for data 
unrelated to and not necessarily caused by hydrinos. 

Attachments 50, 86, 87, 89, 90, 92, 93, 98, 99, 100 and 104 fall into category (3), because 
they contain data not accounted for by applicant's theory. 

Attachments 48, 94, 102, 106 and 107 fall into category (4) because they with 
phenomena other than the hydrino. 

Attachments A, C, D, G, H, I, J, K, M, N, O, P, Q, R and S fall into category (5) because 
they are not related to the scientific merits of the present invention, dealing instead with news 
stories about the PTO and applicant's related inventions, and letters to and/or from various 
government officials. 

Regarding attachment I, there is nothing seen in these transcripts of Internet discussions 
which would refute the implications of the cited section of the Zimmerman paper. 

Regarding attachment S, authored by consultory examiner Souw, there is nothing in this
